CAT IS ITS OWN SURGEON

Cuts Open Throat and Windpipe 
and Extracts Fishbone 
Choking It. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Tracheotomy 
is a delicate surgical operation. Even 
the best surgeons do not think of 
performing it on themselves. In that 
they have been bested by “Dr. Gin- 
ger,’ a pet cat in the morgue of Belle- 
vue Hospital. 

“Dr. Ginger’ cut open his throat 
and windpipe, removed a long and 
Stout fishbone that was slowly chok- 
ing him to death, and then applied 
nature’s salve to heal the wound. The 
only surgical instruments he had were 
his own shatp claws. 

Dr. John McAllister of the New 
York Central's staff of surgeons, ex- 
amined the incision and also the bone 
which lay neer the cat. 

“It is a successful operation,” he 
said, “and this four-legged surgeon is 
the first one I ever met who could 
perform tracheotomy on himseltf.’’

The pastor and his guest went on a 
sandbar in front of the grounds to seine 
for minnows.

Barnett waded out with the seine and 
went over a “‘step-off’’ into 
the water beyond his depth. He could 
swim, however, and was not worried. at 
(irst.

The pastor reached the fon Se a man 
and caught him by the left arm. ‘Now, 
paddle with all your might,”’ he said. 

He discovered very shortly, however, 
that it was difficult to swim with one 
hand across a strong current and pull 
with him a heavier man, who was prac- 
tically exhausted. 

“Catch hold of my shirt and F’ll tow 
you in,” the clergyman instructed. Bar- 
nett caught the preacher’s shirt at the 
back and held on with the desperate 
clutch of the drowning. 

With both arms free, the Rev. Mr. 
Barnes now made good headway, but 
when still in deep water, many yards 
from shore, his own strength began to 
fail. 

He called to J. Beacham of Graf- 
ton, who had a boat at the landing. 
Until then those on shore were not 
aware that the men were in peril. 

Beacham put out swiftly in his boat 
and rowed to meet the rescuer and res- 
cued, both of whom clung to the side 
of the craft until shallow water was 
reached. 

The Rev..Mr. Barnes was cheered as 
he reached shore. He is said to be con- 
templating a Chautauqua lecture in re- 
ply to the Osler theory.

Sam Turrisi came to St. Louis from 
Pittsburg six months ago and went to 
work in the Vivianos factory, at 61 
Biddle street.

Detectives Put on Cane. 

Chief of Police Creecy Tuesday sum- 
moned Chief of Detectives Smith and 
told him to put every available man on 
the case. 
“TI do not believe the kidnaper has 
left town,’’ said Creecy. 
‘We have been handicapped by the 
fact that Pietro Viviano, father of the 
girl, did not notify us until three hours 
after he received the ransom letter and 
seven hours after the children disap- 
peared. I presume he was at first afraid 
to tell the police. His delay makes our 
work doubly hard. 
‘J believe that Turrisi came from 
Pittsburg to kidnap these children, The 
Vivianos are looked upon as the wealth- 
lest men in the Italian colony. The 
eombined capital stock of their factories 
is $20,000. The writer of the letter prob- 
ably had an exaggerated idea of their 
svealth.”

SWEDISH LABOR 
WAR LOOKS LIKE 
A REVOLUTION 


— 


Strikes and Lockouts Have 
Made More Than 100,000 
Men Idle in Stockholm. 





STOCKHOLM, Aug. 3.—A labor war 
throughout Sweden that is scheduled to 
begin tomorrow threatens to develop 
in Stockholm into something approach- 
ing a miniature revolution. The trou- 
ble will be enormously aggravated by 
the present general strike and lockout. 
The members of the Young Socialists 
party re striving to give the movement 


a revolutionary character and the Gov- 
ernment, warned that a political cam- 
paign is going on at the same time, has 
taken steps to nip the expected dis- 
orders in the bud. The authorities have 
decided, at the first signs of insurrec- 
tion, to seclare Stookholm in a state of 
siege. 

Soldiers are geing quartered in differ- 
ent sections of the city and suburbs, and 
the entire standing army of Sweden is 
ready. 

The situation has suddenly taken 80 
serious a turn that King Gustave has 
summoned the members of Parliament 
to Stockholm, and a special session of 
the Rigsdag is expected. 

It is expected that the present total 
of about 100,000 idle workmen will be 
largely increased tomorrow. It is an- 
ticipated also that the cab and street- 
car services in Stockholm will stop run- 
ning, and arrangements are being made 
to run the waterworks and the electric- 
light plants by soldiers. 

The bridges leading to the islands ad- 
jacent to Stockholm are closely guarded 
this afternoon. Many stores already 
have been closed, and no milk is be- 
ing delivered in the city. The sale of 
spirits, beer and wine has been pro- 
hibited. 

The labor conflict that is at the bot- 
tom of this trouble originated in a dis- 
pute over wages in the woolen and cot- 
ton industries. In the beginning 13,000 
men were locked out and other indus- 
tries since have become involved until 
yesterday the Employers’ Federation 
declared a lockout of the iron foundry 
hands, numbering about 30,000. A total 
of 80,000 men were reported locked out 
yesterday and their numbers are in- 
creasing rapidly.

Residents of St. Louis and some of the 
adjacent territory are about to enjoy 
gheaper telephone rates. The Bell com- 
pany is preparing a schedule of rates for 
city service, and a cut already has been 
made by both'companies, the Bell tak- 
ing the initiative, in the toll rate be- 
tween St. Louis and Alton. 

President Cyrus FP. Walbridge of the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri told a 
reporter Tuesday that 
within two or three weeks his company 


. will. put Into effect new rates for St. 
Louis, lower than those charged at pres- 
ent. 

“All I can say eunehiay just now,’ 
said Mr. Walbridge, ‘‘is that the revi- 
sion will be aownward. We are working 
on the new schedule. but are not yet 
ready to make an announcement as to 
what the rates will be. The revision 
Committee is taking the matter up point 
by point. It is a considerable: task, but 
will-be completed, I think, before the 
end of August.”’ 

Mr. Walbridge says that, so far as he 
knows, the new schedule will not affect 
long-distance tolls. 

No Change by Kinloch. 

H. L. Reber, secretary and general 
manager of the Kinloch Telephone Co., 
was asked Tuesday if his company 
contemplated any revision of rates. He 
said: 

“The rates charged by the Kinloch 
Telephone Co. now are as low as they 
can consistently be made for the serv- 
ice rendered. We feel that the Bell com- 
pany’s announcement of a prospective 
reduction of their rates is simply an ad- 
mission that they have been overcharg- 
-fne the public for years. They now and 
for a quarter of a century have been 
@harging $125 to $150 for business tele- 
phones, a service that the Kinloch ren- 
ders for $72. 

“Our residence rates are also cheaper 
than theirs, although the number of tel- 
eplones has been multiplied many times 
over since the Kinloch entered the fleld. 
Then there were 3000 telephones in St. 
Louls. Now the two companies have 
75,000. If the Bell company meets our 
tete the public will get connections, for 
the same charge, with 25 times more 
phones than they did when the Bell 
ee no competition.”

Senator Culberson Serves No- 
tice That He Will Introduce 
an Amendment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The tariff 
conference report will be voted upon in 
the Senate at 2 p. m. Thursday. An 
agreement to this effect was reiched to- 
day at 12.30 o’clock at the conclusion cf 
a speech by Senator Clapp. The unani- 
mous consent agreement was reached 
upon motion of Senator Bailey. 

No sooner had the Senate convened 
today than the members were reminded 
of yesterday’s disturbance over - ihe 
leather schedue of the tariff bil) “The 
subject was introduced by Mr. Culberson 
who, referring to the decision of the 
Conference Committee to bring in a 
joint resolution remodeling the leather 
provision, gave notice that when the 
time came he would present an amend- 
ment putting cotton bagging on the free 
list. 

Without attempting to enter into a 
discussion of the subject, Mr. Culberson 
reminded senators that the Senate al- 
teady had taken action on a similar 
p:opositon, and he intimated that it 
would be no stretch of conscience to re- 
peat the former action. 


Republicans Seem Confident. 
The decision of yesterday with refer- 


ence to leather had a reassuring effect, 
as Was made evident by the placid coun- 
tenances of the Republican leaders 
when they entered the Senate chamber 
today. Senator Aldrich expressed con- 
fidence that the bill now would g0 
through without further difficulty and 
even the so-called ‘‘range’’ senators, 
who have been the most ardent advo- 
cates of a duty on hides, were inclined 
to join in this expression of confidence. 

While not entirely pleased with the 
face that leather and leather goods are 


to receive any protection, they were not | 


unmindful of the concession that had 
been made and for the first time an- 
nounced their respective intentions of 
voting for the bill. 

A few of the “insurgents’’ were still 
displeased, but it was evident that most 
of them would also fall into line on the 
final round-up. 

The tariff commission clause of the 
bill, as changed by the conferees, be- 
came a subject of much’ explanation 
when M>. Newlands arose and ques- 
tioned the chairman of the Finance 
Committee concerning the paragraph. 


Full Power for President. 
Asked whether that provision would 


‘empower the President to learn the cost 


of production of manufactured articles 
at home and abroad, Mr. Aldrich replied 
that in his judgment the provision would 
not only do that but was actually broad- 
ers in its authority than the Senate par. 
agraph which it replaced. 

“It authorizes the President to employ 
whomsoever he pleases without limit, 


and to assign to them such duties as’ 


he sees fit within the limitation of the 
maximum and minimum provisions,’’ .he 
sald. 

“Will the inquiries of the committee 
cover the cost of production at home 
and abroad?’’ inquired Mr. Newlands. 

“Unquestionably they will, and that 
involves a great many collateral ques- 
tions,’”’ replied Mr. Aldrich. 

Mr. Aldrich added that he betrayed 
no confidence by saying that his views 
and those of the President were simi- 
lar on the provision under discussion. 
Replying further to questions, Mr. Al- 
drich said he believed Congress would 
not fail fully to supply the President with 
appropriations to carry out the author- 
ity to ascertain all facts deemed neces- 
sary by him concerning the operation 
of the maximum and minimum rates 
provision.

Dimeda made an ante-mortem state- 
ment to Assistant State’s Attorney Wii- 
liam Wilson, in which he declared that 
he was not armed, As Dr. Ashlock and 
Varney allege, and that the quarrel be- 
gan over his refusal to pay for drinks 
in Varney’s saloon for Varney, Ashlock 
and several other men. 

“Big Steve: ” Steve Bigg. 

Dimeda, who Was an Austrian, weigh- 
ing 280 pounds, was known as “Big 
Steve,” which the Germans reversed 
calling him “Steve Bigg,’’ so that most 
Americans who knew him thought 
his surname was Bigg. 

Through Interpreter Antone Rohe 2f 
Benbow City the dying man told the as- 
sistant State’s Attorney that he went 
into Varney’s saloon and laid down a 
dime, all the money he had, for a 
drink. ve 

Several other men, he said, including 
Varney and Ashiock, drank at the same 
time, and Varney demanded 8 cents 
mcre-: Dimeda protested that he had 
apt “oraere drinks for the party, he 

aid, and this precipitated the trouble 
which led te the shooting. 


Dentes Drink Story. 
Dr. Ashlock denies the stery about 


Dimeda being asked to. pay for the 
drinks. He said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter 

“I was in Varney’s saloon about 11 
o’clock, and ‘Big Steve’ was sitting 
there. He had been drinking. He asked 
me to lend him a dollar.- I told him I 
couldn't. After a little he asked* for 
the loan of a quarter. He said, ‘You 
rich man; you got plenty money.’ I re- 
fused to let him have the quarter, and 
he became abusive and called me names. : 

‘T saw the handle of his revolver 
sticking out of his pocket and told him 
to shove it down out of sight. He put 
his hand on the handle of the weapon, 
became angry, and ran out of the sa- 
loon, pulling out his gun and whirling 
it around his head. He said, ‘I'll shoot 
you when I come back.’ 

“Steve came back in a few minutes 
and was abusive again. Tony Grundon 
and Varney told me to take his* gun 
away from him, using my authority as 
police magistrate. I suggested that “TT 
would take Steve home. He said, ‘Yes, 
I'll go with you.’ 

Went Toward Home. 
“We went into the woods in the di- 


rection of his home. When close to his 
house he said he would go the rest of 
the way alone, and I left him, intending 
to go to my home. I saw Steve skulk- 
ing in the weeds and hiding behind a 
wall. I went back to Varney’s saloon 
then and warned Varney and Grundon 
that Steve might come back, as he had 
threatened. 

“T then ran to the door, and in the 
moonlight saw Steve aiming his gun at 
the saloon. I said, “Varney, I deputize | 
you to go around by the bridge and help 
me get the’ gun away from him. [I'll 
arrest him for carrying concealed weap- 
ons.’ 

“T went up to ‘Big Steve’ and took 
him by each arm, putting my cane, 
which I use to walk with, under one 
of my arms. I could not reach my own 
gun while I held him in this way. He 
struggled, and pointed his revolver at 
me, and when I saw Varney coming 
up, I told Varney to shoot, and he did.” 

Varney Telis Same Story, 

Varney, when told what Dr. Ashlock 
had said, replied: “That's right. Ash- 
lock deputized me to go and help him 
take the gun from the man. I saw the 
flash of the gun in the moonlight as he 
held it pointed at Ashlock. Then, when 
Ashlock told me to fire, I did so.” 

Ashlock said that tn addition to him- 
self, Varney, Grundon and Dimeda. 
there were four other men in the.saloon 
when the trouble started. It is said 
there were no witnesses to the actual 
shooting except Ashlock.

exceptional ability. It is the climax of woman's 
extraordinary progress in taking possession of the 
field of public school teaching. It indicates the 
complete feminizing of public school education. 
The Post-Dispatch called attention to the great 
numerical superiority of women over men in the 
aggregate of public school teachers. In the public 
schools there are now 358,884 women to 116,354 
men teachers. Beginning with the lower grades, 
where the work was thought to be particularly 
fitted to her natural sympathies and 
woman has taken posseesion of all the grades of the 
grammar school. She is rapidly seizing the princi- 


the high schools. Now that a woman occupies the 
highest executive position in the public school 
system of the second city in the Union the bars 
are‘down. 

What will be the consequences of the feministas 
of public education? What will be its effect upon 
the men of the future? We have accepted women 
as teachers of the very young of both sexes with- 
out question. We have readily agreed that the in- 
fluence of women in the kindergarten and the 
lower grades was as good for the boys as for the 
girls. But ought boys to have only the influence 
of women teachers? Will the boy who, during his 
plastic and susceptible period of life, has nothing 
but the feminine influence, outlook and training 
develop into the best type of man? Can the wom- 
an alone, with all the subtle, but powerful, dif- 
ferentiation of sex trai.. the mind of strc.g man- 
hood? 

We know that there comes a time in the life 
of every boy—the time when he is budding from 
boyhood to manhood—when he revolts from fem- 
inine rule and rejects purely feminine ‘ideals. The 
masculine appeals to him powerfully. The man ‘s 
striving mightily wituin him, and he seeks the 
ideals of strength, endurante, manly prowess, con- 
quest. He begins to be conrcious of manly qualities 
and feel« the aspirations and the powers of man- 
hood. At this time he is most sensitive to the in- 
fluences of others. His teacher, guide, counsellor 
may mold his character to his will. Strong men 
have testified to the great influence during this 
(formative period, of men instructors with fine 
ideals, vigorous qualities and clear views of life. 
Our greatest teachers have been men. In the main 
the development of educational methods has been 
the work of men. Can we afford to have the field 
of education deserted by men and turned over 
to the women? Can women take the places of 
men, not only in maintaining progzess in educa- 
tion, but in molding and training men to do the 
work of the future? These are vital questions in 
connection with the woman’s conquest of the pub- 
lic schools.

BACON AND GILGAMESH. 

The cipher craze which has addled so many 
scholarly brains in England and America where 
it revolves, or rather whirls, about the names of 
Bacon and Shakspeare, has struck Germany with 
great force. 

Two years ago Prof. P. Jensen of the University 
of Marburg published an immerse voiume of 1000 
pages, in which he proved that the bulk of the 
Old Testament, and the sayings and doings of 
Jesus in the New, are only adaptations from the 
Babylonian Epic of Gilgamesh. He has now ie- 
sued another book in which Paul is included. 
He, too, is nothing else or more than Gilgamesh. 

This attempt to upset the learning, faith and 

tradition of 2000 years is, of course, in the interest 
of truth and should be commended, and it may be 
said without fear of successful contradiction that 
if Bacon wrote Shakspeare’s words there-is strong 
probability that Gilgamesh wrote most of the Oid 
and New Testaments. Students of cipher will ap- 
preciate and approve this logic. 
There is something very inspiring in work otf 
this sort. Many people waste their time reading 
Shakspeare’s plays, when they might with greater 
profit read the wonderful literature that has 
grown up aroun” the question of authorship. 50 
of the Bible.

Organize to Fight Tyranny. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn. 

By reason of your editorial interest in the subject 
I wrotej you about yesterday, viz.: the duress meth- 
ods of treating persons charged with crime, I desire 
herein to make some suggestions that may lead to 
practical results. There should be a national or- 
ganization, operating through branches in the va- 
rious states, whose business git should be to secure 
information and proceed against officials who mis- 
treat those who come into their power. It should 
be wide of scope, covering in its espionage and in- 
fluence, penitentiaries, workhouses, houses of cor- 
rection and detention, jails and insane asylums. It 
should suggest and carry forward legislation when 
and where needed. It is indefensible to abuse the 
human body in the so-called interests of justice. 
Justice is idealized in a woman and our old ances- 
tors in selecting a blind goddess, instead of a blind 
god to represent justice, in theory at least, favored 
government in mercy. Those in ali time who have 
wronged God and man, as a rule, were the mighty 
and powerful. Dickens .wrote down the abuses of 
almshouses and imprisonment for debt. Other able 
pens in other times and countries have attacked the 
orgies of the prison keeper. I have spent 12 years 
of my life prosecuting and passing judgment on hu- 
mans charged with violations of the law. I oppose 
inflicting corporal punishment on those committed 
I oppose leasing out prisoners to private 
contractors to work in mines, brickyards, planta- 
tions, turpentine camps, etc., as practiced principally 
in Southern States. An organization such as I sug- 
gest could secure such information as would ap- 
pall the country and force a correction of present 
conditions. A book is in existence containing the 
voluntary. co n of an ex-superintendent of the 
Florida Penitentiary, the details of which will har- 
row up the soul of a Christian. The condition in 
Arkansas, where prisoners are worked in a brick- 
yard, in other Southern States where they are 
worked on plantations; how friendless and harmless 
persons passing through certain pret er of these 
states are convicted as vagrants and sent to planta- 
tions, for the sordid purpose of working the life 
out of them .for private gain are easily ascertained 
facts.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—In a semi-jocose 
interview at his home near Redding, 
Conn., yesterday, Mark Twain let it be- 
come known that he is combating heart 
disease, brought about by his many 
years of @xcessive smoking. A reporter 
went to see if the veteran humorist had 
anything to say in reply to Dr. James 
L. Tracy’s assertion in “American Medi- 
cine’ that Twain was below par morally 
because he smoked a cigar at Oxford, 
England, while waiting the conferment 
of a degree over there. The white-flan- 
nel-clad Mark was sitting In an easy 
chair puffing at a pipe when the inter- 

viewer hailed him. 


‘‘This is the third of the four smokers 
that I’m allowed each 2 hours now- 
adays,”” hewexplained, without ever re- 
moving his pipe. “And I am obliged 
to sit right here for months an@ferhaps 
forever by the order of my doctor... He 
allows me only four smokes a day, 
where I have been all my life in the 
habit of taking at least ferty. 


“I cannot walk 300 yards or take an 
extra smoke or two but I pay the pen- 
alty with a severe pain in my heart. 
When I consider that I lived almost 
seventy-four years in as good health as 
any man and smoked 40 times a day 
without injury, as I thought, only to be 
cut down now to four smokes a day, i 
am in no position to dispute anything 
which Dr. Tracy, my critic, may say. 
regarding smoking.” 

The humorist said he had not seen 
the article in question, nor even heard 
of it, until the neporter told him some 
of the things which Dr. Tracy had said 
about him. He seemed to be amused by 
some of Dr. Tracy’s caustic comments 
upon the moral degeneracy of th- 
smoker. 


‘I’m used to it, and 
through it all I’ve kept my moral char- 
acter fairly clean. 

Not Chief Criminal. 

‘Regarding the Oxford incident, the 
Doctor seems to have had a mistaken 
notion. I was not the chief criminal, 
and I was not even responsible for the 
occurrence. 

“While we were awaiting our turn in 
the ceremonies, those of us who came 
up for letters and a few who were there 
for science degrees had to wait perhaps 
an hour. 

“IT inquired if smoking was allowed. 
Mr. Kipling said that it was forbidden 
by the rules. Then someone of the group 
of four said that we could go down in 
an out-of-the-way corridor and have a 
smoke. I think it was Sir Edward 
Ramsay who said that, but I would nat 
accuse anyone wilfully. We went down 
there and had our smoke and no one 
said anything te us. 

“No one came near us except a small 
army of photographers who got some 
pictures, so you see the crime was di- 
vided among four of us, one American 
and three Englishmen. If I can divide 
up all my crimes in the same propor- 
tion I shall be fortunate.” 

While he was talking the humorist re- 
lighted the pipe which he had been 
smoking and which had been burned 
out, thinking to get .a few more puffs. 
It was an old pipe, evidently a favorite 
for the bowl was burned off one side 
}and the stem was loose so that he had 
to push it in occasionally. 

“Dr. Tracy is worried about my mor- 
al character, is he?’’ said the humorist, 
as he arose to indicate that the con- 
ference was at an end. ‘“‘And he thinks 
the excessive use of tobacco is respon- 
sible for it? Well, tobacco is responsible 
for a good deal physically, but I don’t 
think it can quite ruin a moral charac- 
ter.”’
